TEE BARBECUE. 


A Magnificent Success is 
Achieved. 


SCENES AT AGRICULTURAL PARK. 


T h e S p e e ch e s—T h e P r o c e s s io n - T h e 
C h ie f E v e n ts —N u m b e r o f P e o ­ 
p le in A tten d an ce . 


T hs Republican citizens of Sacramento 
yesterday conducted a mammoth barbecue 
a t A gricultural Park, to which they invited 
the people of all the central region of Cali­ 
fornia, irrespective of political faith 
and the 
people responded. The arrangements for the 
barbecue were made with close attention to 
details, and notwithstanding the fact th at it 
was gotten up in a very brief space of time, 
and upon a remarkably large scale, it was 
conducted to a successful issue with less fric­ 
tion than the most sanguine anticipated- 
Now that it is over it might be criticised as to 
some details; but, as a whole, it is simple 
justice to say that it was • lanagM» throughout 
with a skill and hospitality which does in­ 
finite credit to the Capital City of California. 
I t was the greatest barbecue ever given in 
interior California, or probably in the State, 
and it drew together the largest number of 
people ever seen gathered for a tingle d ry ’s 
entertainm ent on the coast outside of Sau 
Francisco. 
I t is true th at the provisions 
proved inadequate to the demands of tiie 
m ultitude, but the intention and effort to 
furnish a sufficiency was good. 
The failure 
of the food supply occasioned disappointment 
and expressions of dissatisfaction, but the 
people realily taw , when adm itted to tie 
barbecue grounds freely, th at ths estimate 
only as to the capacity of the average eater 
had been too small, and th at the willingness 
of the committee was aU th at could lie desired, 
as it sent to the city 
and purchased 
all the cooked food th at could be readily 
had. 
As 
to the number of people 
on 
the grounds it is impossible to b ; exict, but 
very close calculations made by systematic 
methods, and with exceeding care give these 
figures. 
A t 10 a. m , 8,000; at 11 a. m., 
12,000; at noon, 15,000 ; at 2 r. m , IS,000; 
from 3 to 4 p. sr., 21,000 people. 
The people 
were constantly coming in and going out at 
the gates in great processions, but the figures 
given are those of the number on the gr> und 
at the hours named. 
It follows th at a larger 
number actually visited the Park during the 
day. 
ALL THE TRAINS 
Came loaded down with people, and beside 
the regular trains there were several special, 
livery railroad line leading to the city was 
taxed to its utm ost to transport the people, 
and several hundred were unable to obtain 
transportation at all, not having given notice 
in advance of their desire to come, and ap­ 
pearing at the depots only to find the cars 
over full, and were left behind, utterly 
unable to get even standing r< om upon 
the 
cars. 
So 
great was 
the pressure 
upon 
the 
Sacramento 
and 
Platerville 
Railroad th at an extra train of cars had 
to be sent up at a late hour to bring the peo­ 
ple in. 
Over 1,500 people came from that 
direction alone by rail, and it is not the m rst 
thickiy settled vicinity of Sacramento by any 
means. 
The people of Yolo and Sacramento 
counties came in great numbers in vehicles. 
A t Agricultural Park alone at 2 o’clock the 
reporters counted no less than 207 country 
wagons and vehicles along the lines ,,f the 
stableB, where the teams had free feed, end 
78 outside and near the Park, while over 300 
were accommodated a t various stables anil 
yards. 
A close calculation thus made t>l 
the vehicles driven to the 
at net less 
than 700. which conveyed to th t -'iy from- 
the country 3,000 people from the immediate 
farming section of Sacramento. 
The grand stands at the Park hold when 
filled to the brim, 7,000 people, and the count 
has several times been mad-.. 
Auy close ob­ 
server at the P ark yesterday could - e that 
the number scattered there over such spacious 
grounds, at the higlit of the tide, would more 
than three times 
tili 
the grand stand*. 
F or a meeting of people called by a single 
political party, and drawn from an area of 
country so large as that contributing yester­ 
day, and which, compared to populated sec­ 
tions a t the Fast, is exceedingly thinly settled, 
the gathering was immense. 
I t came from 
an nrea of country larger than Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois if combined. 
I t was well the 
crowd was no larger, for after 10,500 had 
partaken of food at the tables the meats gave 
out, and only bread a;.d cheese and pickles 
remained, and when an additional 2,000 was 
adm itted at 2:30 p. si. those accessories dis- 
8p)>eared.

Arrangements were excellent. 
In two 
cobble-lined trenches two oxen were roasted 
whole, while i a larger trench tw enty sheep 
were roa3ted. 
G reat numbers of roasts were 
prepared in ovens in the city also, and in all 
nearly 5,000pouudsof meat wascooked fi r the 
tables. 
Resides com beef, beata and cooked 
meats came in large quantities from families 
in this city, who replied to the call of the 
committee and sent in beside, baked beans, 
tread and cakes. 
The eating arrangements 
were admirable. 
Two great dining-halls 
were provided with tables. 
One accommo­ 
dated 350 and one 1,800 people as ft time. 
The table. when spread contained meat* in 
variety, 
bi-cuit, 
bread, 
cheese, 
pickle-, 
crullers, cookies, cake, corn and wheat bread, 
stewed and baked I- am with pork, soda bis­ 
cuit, milk and butter crackers, etc. 
The 
service of the table was excellent, and the 
committee had its employes under good con­ 
trol and wi I! disciplined. 
The Boys in blue 
will ever I*- remembered for the faithful dis­ 
charge of the unpleasant task they undertook 
and s> *ucce».'tully accomplished. 
They 
guarded the dining-rooms, admitting only 
sufficient at a time to fill them. 
It was hard 
work, but it was well done, and in a gentle­ 
manly but firm way th at commanded res;>ect 
and obedience. 
The coffee stand, kept by the ladies, proved 
a great blessing, and when the provisions 
gave out the ladies never faltered, but Hip- 
plied the eager m ultitude with the refreshing 
neverage until the last one was satisfied. 


SCENES AT THE PARK. 
( Iran-i M arshal Bryte, who wore a beautiful 
and costly regalia presented to him by Messrs.

A t 10 A. M. the 
Boys 
in Blue 
and the Barfield Canal-boat Club, with the 
c.vDal-boat, moved from Sixth and M streets 
to the Park. 
From that time on there was 
eating, speaking and music, music, speaking 
and eating. 
THE UTMOST SOCIABILITY 
W as noticeable. 
Indeed the social character 
of the barbecue was its m ost marked feature. 
1 he people sí eme 1 more than happy in meet­ 
ing, and each vied with the other to make 
his fellow feel a t home, and pleasantly. This 
social feeling was greatly enhanced by the 
personal efforts of the Sacramento ladies, 
who were out by the hundred, mingling with 
the people and exercising 
that influence 
which the presence of pure women always 
exerts. The young ladies and their supervis­ 
ing committees occupied the .Judges stand, 
which was elegantly decorated wiih flags, 
shields, tri-colored cloth 3nd ornamental 
designs of the decorative art. 
There they 
delivered badges to all who came, and pinned 
them to the breasts of thousands pf men. 
Details of these ladies went out about the 
grounds w ith their badges, but there was no 
importunity, and no man not desiring a badge 
was embarrassed by any undue efforts to have 
him take one. 
The fudges consisted of three 
ribbons—red, white and blue—gathered at 
the top i i as make the red aud blue flank the 
white at acute angles. 
On the white was 
printed a portrait of Jam es A Garfield, and 
the words, “ Garfield Barbecue, October 21, 
1880, Sacramento, Cal. ’’ 


OOOD ORIIER 
W as maintained all day—no, it did not n 
d 
to b e ; it prevailed. 
Rvery m>n, woman and 
child was there to be happy, and no one 


dreamed of anything else. 
N ot an incident 
ha- come to light as occurring _ to be calle-1 
a breach of the peace. 
The Chief of Police, 
the Sheriff, the Boys in Blue, and the Execu­ 
tive Committee patroled the grounds, but not 
once were they called on to preserve the 
peace. 
A better ordered company of people 
never assembled. 
And they were enthu-i- 
astic, to o ; the speakers were loudly and 
often applauded aud cheered, and all over 
the grounds was to be heard shouting, aud 
cheering, and congratulation. 
EveD Dem ­ 
ocrats and Greenbackers caught the infec­ 
tion, and e o w and then cheered. 
It was a 
representative assemblage. 
Meu of industry, 
neatness, sobriety and intelligence p>revailed. 
The reugh, the rowdy and the bullv were 
conspicuous by their absence ; and in all parts 
of tbe Park the 
people could be heard 
saying, “ Look at this congregation ; of such 
is lire Republican party.” 
Sacramento did not really begin to turn out 
well until about 1 P. m., and then her people 
poured into the Park in vast numbers, and 
the crowd was swelled by 4 F. 31. to its 
greatest bight. 
Speaking proceeded from three lofty and 
handsomely-decorated 
standB—ono on the 
quarter-stretch, one on the first turn and one 
at the entrance to the barbecue grounds. A t 
each a baud of music was placed, and at 
each a distinct set of presiding officers, and 
each stand had about it a splendid audience, 
attentive, thoughtful and enthusiastic. 
A t 
the outset of the speaking the south stand 
had an audience of 5,000, the north stand of 
3,000, and a t the east stand 2,000. 


The Ea3t Stand. 
Speaking was inaugurated at the e.vst stand 
at 1 o’clock. 
I t was located at the gate near­ 
est the large eating hall, and an immense 
concourse of people were collected there wait­ 
ing for an opportunity to get something to 
eat. 
Ex-M ayor 
Chris. Green, who had 
charge of this stand, introduced as the first 
speaker, 
B. COLLINS, 
Of Chico, Butte county. 
On being intro­ 
duced he said th at he was here to-day to have 
something to say about the great Republican 
party ; th at party of great achievem ents;

he was to public speaking, it would not be 
expected of him to go into a discussion of 
political platforms, but he could ^say a word 
in regard to the monstrous situation of pres­ 
ent affairs. 
He knew General Hancock per­ 
sonally and intim ately. 
H e was a loyal man 
and a gallant soldier, but he could have no 
individuality as President. 
He would be 
controlled, iu the very nature of ^things, by 
those who placed him in th at position. 
He 
was not a statesman, while Garfield was the 
best-versed man, of his age, in statecraft th at 
this country ever had. 
His record was 
bright and glorious ever since he first went 
to Congress". 
He seemed made by God 
especially for a leader iu the politics of the 
nation. 
[Applause.] 


GENERAL JAMES H . SHANKLIN, 
Surveyor-General of California, then briefly 
addressed the crowd, telling them who Gen­ 
eral W illiamson was. 
He proposed three 
cheers for him, and they were given with a 
will. 
He then told w hat he knew about 
Garfield, and elicited warm applause. 
Mr. Fox then proposed three cheers for the 
silent men of the country, who are coming 
forward in the campaign—General U . R. 
G rant, of Illinois, and General Jas. H. 
Shanklin, of California. 
They were given 
with a will. 
GEORGE W. FICKS, E Sq., 
W as then introduced and made a speech 
principally to the Boys in Blue. 
He had 
been a W orkingman, but wheu W ade H am p­ 
ton, at Cincinnati, pledged to Hancock a 
solid South he thought it time for him to 
join the Republican party again. 
He had 
fought for this country and wanted to vote 
again for it. 
He denounced the Democratic 
party in unmeasured terms. 
I t was not fit 
for the meanest tram p in existence to bel >ng 
to. 
I t had no principles and no honesty. 
Hancock was only a tool in the hands of the 
Copperheads of the N orth and the rebels of 
the South. 
Three cheers were given for the speaker 
and the Boys in Blue, and the baud again 
gave some excellent music. 


FRANK T. BOWERS, 
A colored Boy in Blue, was then introducid 
and received with three cheers. 
H e made 
an excellent speech, which was constantly in­ 
terrupted with storms of applause. 
He con­ 
gratulated himself th at he was w ith them 
and with them in the full habiliaments of 
American citizenship. 
[Applause. J H e u a i 
as stanch a black Republican as could be 
found. 
He needed no encouragement to be a 
Republican. 
I t was about as probable that 
auy intelligent colored man would be a Dem­ 
ocrat as th at an angel would come down 
from heaven and join that party. [Applause.] 
The colored people were grateful to the Re­ 
publican party for their deliverance, anil 
could equally hate the Democratic party. 
His speech w as enthusiastically received and 
he was given three more cheers at the close of 
his remarks by th e'immense crowd th at had 
stopped in front of the stand during the time 
he was speaking. 
The meeting was then closed with three 
rousing cheers for Garfield and A rthur. 


The N orth Stand] 
A t half-past one o’clock the audience was 
called to order by Judge T. B. M cFarland, 
who said we have m et not bo much for the 
purpose of making votes as to swell up the 
tide of Republicanism. 
The Democratic 
party is long-lived; it is next in tenacity 
to a mule, but it is time it received its 
quietus. 
If we win the fight, no doubt the 
solid South will change its allegiance from 
the Democratic party. 
W e have difficult

Suppose a man 
had me down and shot at me four or five 
times, and I get the best of him, and he 
should cry out, “ Give me a change ; give me 
back my revolver,” do you think I would do 
it ? T hat is a parallel case with the South. 
The solid South have now the balance of 
¡lower in both honscsof Congress, and the only 
salvation now is in a loyal Executive. 
The 
solid South is but a small portion of the 
country, and yet they demand to control 
every departm ent of the National Govern­ 
ment. 
Political 
campaigns 
are 
always 
serious matters. The ballots of the American 
citizen are as the falling of the snow-flakes— 
their accumulated weight decide w hat the 
people of the country desire. 
I t will not do 
for the peoj.de of the South to say th at they 
have not interfered with the free exercise of 
the ballot. 
H e himself had been warned to 
leave Savannah because of 
his free u t­ 
terances, and he knew th at the Southern 
people 
had intim idated 
the 
Republican 
vote of the South. 
In 1856 the Democratic 
party renunciated the doctrine of the Ken­ 
tucky aud Virginia resolutions of 
1798, 
which 


AFFIRMED THE DOCTRINE OF STATE RIGHTS 
And of secession. 
In ISflO secession fol­ 
lowed, and the Democrat* put this sentim ent 
into practical effect. Judge Terry recently 
thanked God in a speech th at Hancock had 
no such a record as Garfield. 
I t was very 
much like the religious groceryinan who di­ 
rected his son to sand the sugar and water 
the rum, and then oome up to prayers. 
The

to us as a Union soldier, but he is backed by 
the Confederates and N orth ernsym pathizers 
with the South. 
Im mediately 011 the close 
of the war Hancock declared in favor cf the 
Democratic platform th at the war was a fail­ 
ure, and yet he comes before the American 
people asking for their support under his 
General Order No. 40, which nullified the 
Icyal acts of Congress, and in which he acted 
in treason to tho Government. 
W hen a man 
is sworn to perform official duties and refuses 
to perforin them, he is acting out the South­ 
ern doctrine of State rights, and must lie 
in sym pathy with them. 
General Gai field 
has never refused to perform an official 
duty ; but he has explicitly defined his posi­ 
tion on every public issue.

FOR F IF T T YEARS 
In the management of the Government. The 
Democratic party is the outgrowth and the 
dependent child of slavery. 
I t could not 
have existed without the slave power of the 
South. 
The Northern men have knuckled to 
the institution of slavery, or to the Southern 
Democrats, for the purpose of obtaining 
office.

W illiam Lloyd Garrison, who, he said, pub­ 
lished a paper. 
The M ayor of Boston was 
asked by one of these Southern men to stop 
th at paper and keep it from circulating iu 
the 
South. 
T hat 
M ayor 
replied 
that 
it 
was 
only’ 
an 
obscure 
publication, 
not w orthy of notice. 
The memory of 
that noble 
man 
will 
live 
long 
after 
his abuser is forgotten. 
The N orth w asrulsd 
by a hand of iron. 
They were ostracized in 
every way, and were not allowed even to 
think. 
I t was a crime iu the eye3 of the 
South for men of the N orth to express a 
thought in regard to the institutions of 
slavery. 
B ut the Being who manages this world has 
w hat is called retribution, aud it has oome at 
last. 
The South didn’t trust the N orthern 
Democrats. 
The North never had a Presi­ 
dent, because the N orth could n it be trusted. 
He then followed the history of the country 
down to the present. 


THE SOUTH 13 NOT SOLID,

a look a t Sacramento as the brief time 
afforded. 
I t is permissible to say th at the 
compliments passed upon Sacramento’s homes 
were many and warm. 
The streets were 
thronged with people at an early hour. 
In ­ 
deed at no previous celebration baa there 
been seen such an outpouring of the popula­ 
tion of Sacramento upon the streets. 
The 
mingling of the hundreds of unitorrned men 
w ith the more plainly dressed citizens ; tho 
bustle and jostle on the crowded ways, the 
huiry of teams and the galloping of mounted 
m arshals; the plentitude and beauty of deco­ 
rations on all the chief streets ; the flutter of 
small flags and the floating of heavy banners 
in the breeze ; the bray of trum pets and 
the rattle of drums, all combined to make 
the early evening on tne streets one full of 
excitement and interest, which intensified as 
darkness fell, and the companies and delega­ 
tions began to assemble a t the rendezvous 
preparatory to the evening parade. 


THE TOECHLIGHT 
PROCESSION. 


The great torchlight procession proved 
the grandest affair of the kind ever held 
in 
California 
outside the lim its of San 
Francisco. 
The divisions formed along M 
street and cross streets, and at 7:30 moved 
in this order out Seventh street from M to

They bore the Shaler-flare torch 
and wore blue capes 
and 
caps, 
with 
red and white trimmings. 
They marched 
like veterans, and were much complimented 
for their fine appearance and excellent drill. 
A t their front rode, on a tine saddle-horse, 
Mrs. T. D. Scriver, robed appropriately as 
the Goddess of Liberty, and bearing aloft the 
starry banner. 
H er horse was led by one of 
the Boys in Blue. 
H er appearance attracted 
much attention and was creditable to the 
taste and bearing of the lady. 
W ith this di­ 
vision also was a decorated platform wagon 
on which was grouped a dozen Union soldiers 
representing a picket guard roused by an 
alarm and standing ready for attack. 
I t was 
a handsome aud well-sustained group. 
The 
Republican Legion, C. N . Po t President, 
Company A, Clinton L W hite Captain, 100 
strong, rank and file. 
This command was in 
its handsome uniform of tri-color leather 
jackets and caps, and presented a fine ap­ 
pearance, winning warm compliments and 
marching with a precision 
and correct­ 
ness indicative 
of 
very thorough drill. 
A group upon a haudsomely-ornamented 
wagon, represented the “ Ringing of the In ­ 
dependence Bell, Ju ly 4th, 1770.” The group 
was made up ol gentlemen from the store of 
M. C. Hawley k Co.. and consisted of H J. 
Norton, A. Dassonville, M aster John M ul­ 
ligan and one man in the Union arm y uni­ 
form of to-day. 
The others were clad in the 
old Continental style, and wore the powdered 
wig and cue. 
They were grouped about a 
great bell which one of the Continentals oc­ 
casionally struck. 
On the aides of the plat­ 
form were these 
m ottoes:

The uniform of the Club was a neat cap with 
lettered hand.

club bore two very large portraits of Garfield 
and A rthur, and a number of transparencies ; 
also a Democratic eagle, in the form of a 
live turkey perched on a pole.

Tell 
th at to the mud-slingers,” “ 329 lies won’t 
elect Hancock,” “ We w ant a change down 
South.” The club excited much agreeable 
surprise, coming as it did eo far, and from 
outside the State, and w ithout any notice of 
its intention to visit Sacramento.

MINING NOTES. 


A rich strike is reported in the Kennedy 
mine, Amador county. 
Petrified pine pitch has been found in a 
gravel mine in Sierra county. 
company of London capitalists have 
taken hold of the University placers, Sierra 
county. 
It is said that a gravel claim near Butter­ 
fly, Plumas county, is paying 820 per day 
to the man. 
Parties in Siskiyou county, on Grizzly 
Guleh, have found a rich quartz ledge just 
above placer mines which used to pay §100 
per day to the hand. 
J. II. Loring, Elizabethtown, Plumas 
county, took out §300 from one set of tim­ 
bers in his flume, and one day uncovered 
25 ounces of gold at one pick-stroke. 
The hydraulic miners are now getting 
ready for the winter. 
Dams have to be 
tightened, ditches repaired and cleaned, 
blocks cut and laid away ready for the 
boxes. 
Four million and a quarter tons of hot 
water, averaging 135 Fahrenheit, are an­ 
nually pumped from the Comstock mines. 
The water in the deepest shafts, 3,000 feet, 
has a temperature of 157“ Fahrenheit. 
The Blue Jack quartz mine, Sierra coun­ 
ty, which has been closed down for a 
co iple of weeks past, has started up again 
with a force of twenty men. 
Preparations 
are being made for working all winter. 
In Oro Blanco, Arizona, there is quite an 
excitement in placer digging. 
Men are 
engaged with sluices and other means in 
taking out gold dust. 
The placers are 9aid 
to be rich. 
Long toms are also at work. 
The Forest City Free P r e Sierra coun­ 
ty, says : 
Brandy City is at present a 
good specimen of the California mining 
camp at this time of the year. Everything 
is rather quiet about the town. The miners 
at this place and the Creek claims are pre­ 
paring for the coming winter.

At the general pow-wow held several chiefs 
and representativa Indians gave their views 
and desires, and recounted the failnre of the 
Government, as they understood the matter, 
to meet its promises. Nearly all talked fair 
English, but some preferred to converse in 
Chinook. 
The Indians are well managed 
and appear to We self-sustaining. About 25,- 
estion, as the certificates on j 900 bushels of grain are produced annually by 
■ " 
them, and nearly all live in houses of their 
own handiwork, and pretty much as white 
people live. Many of them expressed thom- 
selvts as desiring to become citizens, the 
same as tho whites, to have their lands in 
severality, and abandoning all Indian life, 
become amenable to the law of the land. 
They appear to be ;>eaceable and inoffensive, 
and to lie conducting themselves well.

A HORRIBLE 
CRIME. 


A Man Kills His Wife’s Sister and Secretes 
Her Body in a Trunk. 


[Morning Call, October 20th ] 
About 10 o’clock last night a man giving 
the name of G. A. W heeler called on the 
Central Police Station, and in the most 
matter-of-fact manner informed 
Captain 
Douglass that he had killed his sister-in- 
law, Delia J. Tillson, at a lodging-house 
No. 24 Kearny street, aud hidden her body 
in a trunk in room 14. 
He brought with 
him a lady’s white waist, and some hair 
which he said had been torn from the 
woman’s head. 
The very straight state­ 
ment made by the man, together with the 
strange evidence th at he offered in proof 
of his having committed the 
murder, 
caused a general disbelief of his statement, 
and induced the opinion that he was crazy. 
However, he was placed in custody, and 
Sergeant §hields and two officers were 
dispatched to the scene, and 


THE SICKENING DETAILS 
Of the terrible tale of the man were found 
to he true. 
In an ordinary traveling 
trunk was the dead body of a young 
woman, apparently twenty-five years of 
age, cramped up by the confines of its 
strange receptacle. 
The features of the 
woman, 
of 
alabaster whiteness, 
were 
placid, and no marks of violence were dis­ 
coverable on her body. 
In searching the 
trunk, there wa3 found wrapped up in a 
skirt a child’s doll, which was thought to 
have been the body of a child until ex­ 
posed. 
The following statem ent was made 
by W heeler to a Call reporter, before the 
truth of it had been established by the 
finding of the body, in answer to a very 
few questions, as the man was very volu­ 
ble in giving his story: “ My name is G. 
A. Wheeler. 
My sister-in-law is Delia J. 
Tillson, and my wife’s name is Alary E. 
Wheeler. 
From the first I have been inti­ 
mate with my sister-in-law. 
I was mar­ 
ried eleven years ago. 
My wife has had 
one child. 
An abortion was committed 
upon her by a doctor since the birth of the 
first child. 
I have no children living now. 
I have been stopping at the lodging-house, 
with my wife and sister-in-law, for about 
four weeks. 
Sometimes we all occupied 
the same bed. 
We have frequently done 
so. 
My wife did not object. 


MY SISTER-IN-LAW HAS ALWAYS BEEN VERY 
CONGENIAL TO ME, 
And I loved her as much a3 I did my wife. 
A few days ago my sister-in-law told me 
she intended to go away with a man named 
George W. Peckham ; lie ha3caused all the 
trouble. 
She said that he had treated her 
very kindly, had bought her many things, 
and would be a dear brother to her. 
Her 
first acquaintance with him was at Cisco, 
Placer county. 
There he used to take her 
horseback riding and paid her many atten­ 
tions. 
Sometimes they would not return 
until after 10 o’clock. 
She told me to-day 
that he had never taken any advantage of 
hdr up there, 
líe came down here last 
Saturday, and she met him at the Oakland 
boat. 
I told her she h id better not have 
him come to the house, aud that she had 
better not see him, but she was determined 
to do so. 
He came to the house where we 
were stopping. 
I saw’ him hugging and 
kissing her to-day. 
She tried to get away 
from him when she saw that I was looking. 
My wife told them that they had better

I would sacrifice my life 
rather than have my lister dragged down 
by such a man as he is. 
He is a perfect 
blackleg and a villain. 
She told me sev­ 
eral times that she would rather die than 
be in his power. 
I went to Mr. More­ 
house's residence, 1205 Taylor street, with 
her, to have her reside there, so she would 
be out of his sight. 
Mr. Morehouse knows 
me to he a good, square man. 
I like them 
w ry much. 
My sister-in-law wanted to 
go to Sacramento with him, but my wife 
said she should follow her if she did. 
My 
wife knows th at I have been intim ate with 
her for three years. 
I lived in New York 
formerly, on Twenty-fifth street, and af­ 
terward" on Fourteenth street.
